London, Jan. 29.—The heavy fight­ 
ing in the Western war zone which pro- 
ceded and was eontemporanemffc with 
Emperor William's b irthday seeming­ 
ly again ha« deteriorated

sporadic artillery duels and infantry 
attacks which had prevailed until the 
approach of the Herman monarclfs 
natal day . 
Paris, in its latest communication, 
reports cannon and ritie eng ^ nents 
in the vicinity of Zonneb ake, on the 
Aisne. in the Argonne forest aud in 
Alsace, b ut in none of them is any 
claim made except tiiat the French 
every where held their ground against 
the offensive of the Germans. 
In the east the Austriuns and Rus­ 
sians evidently have b een at strong 
grips and, if Vienna's rej>ort should 
prove correct, Russian arms have re­ 
ceived a check. 
Vienna say s Eastern 
Hungary , to the south of the Carpa- 
thian range, has b een cleared of the 
Muscovites. 
Several towns were tak­ 
en from them and in addition 700 pris­ 
oners and five machine guns were 
captured. 
Of the operations to the northward, 
in Galicia, Russian Poland and Fast 
Prussia, and of the comb ats b etween 
the Russians and the Turks in Trans­ 
caucasia, no new details are at hand. 
In Serb ia, except for a few* skirmishes, 
calm prevails along the entire light­ 
ing front.

The Teachers R etirem ent Fund Bill 
before the legislature provides for the 
establishm ent of a teac h ers’ re tire ­ 
m ent fund collected from assessm ents 
on t-he m embers of the fund associa­ 
tion according to this schedule: 


For the first five y ears of teaching 
service $5 per y ear; for the second 
five y ears $1 0 per y ear; for the nex t 
ten y ears $2 0 per y ear; for th e nex t 
five y oars $25 per y ear, not ex ceed 
25 y ears in all, when th e assessm ents 
ini* ,1 cease. 


These assessm ents sh a ll be paid In 
as m any eq ual m onthly pay m ents as 
th e re are m onths of th e y ear for 
which th e teachers salaries are paid. 


F und s sh all also be collected from 
all m oney a nd property received from 
donations, gifts, legacies, devises, be­ 
q uests, o r otherw ise, for o r on account 
of th e te ac h ers retire m ent fund. 


F rom all interests on investm ents 
and all o th e r money s which may be 
raised for th e increase of said fund. 


From a tax of o ne-te nth of one mill 
to be levied annua lly on all the ta x ­ 
able property In th is sta te .

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TEACHERS FUND 
RETIREMENT BILL 


Bill Before the Legislature to Author­ 
ize Payment of Annuities 
and Benefits 


TO LEVY ONE-TENTH MILL TAX 


The Assessments on the Members of 
the Fund Association Accord­ 
ing to Schedule 


The Teachers Retirement Fund Bill 
before the legislature provides for the 
establishment of a teachers’ retire­ 
ment fund collected from assessments 
on the members of the fund associa­ 
tion according to this schedule: 


For the first five years of teaching 
service $5 per year; for the second 
five years $10 per year; for the next 
ten years $20 per year; for the next 
five years $25 per year, not exceed ag 
25 years in all, when the assessments 
sin J cease. 


These assessments shall be paid in 
as many equal monthly payments as 
there are months of the year for 
which the teachers salaries are paid. 


Funds shall also be collected from 
all money and property received from 
donations, gifts, legacies, devises, be­ 
quests, or otherwise, for or on account 
of the teachers retirement fund. 


From all Interests on investments 
and all other moneys which may be 
raised for the increase of said fund. 


From a tax of one-tenth of one mill 
to be levied annually on all the tax­ 
able property in this state. 
This tax 
shall be levied and collected by the 
same officials and at the same time 
and in the sam e manner as are the 
general school taxes. 


The management of the fund shall 
be vented in a board of five tru ss e s 
composed of sta te superintendent of 
public instruction* the state auditor 
and three members of the fund asso­ 
ciation, who shall be elected by the 
members of the fund association at 
their annual meeting. 
tAny person employed as teacher, 
when this act takes effect, In any pub­ 
lic school of this state or In any edu­ 
cational Institution mentioned In sec­ 
tion one of this act, excepting teach­ 
ers who are beneficiaries of some oth­ 
er pension fund, shall be permitted 
to become a member of the fund as­ 
sociation and to receive the benefits 
of this act if application be made to 
the board of trustees of the teachers’ 
retlrem en' fund, in writing, on or be­ 
fore September I, 1917. 
At the time 
of making application to the board 
of trustees as herein provided, such 
t«aeher shall notify the local school 
Icard or m anaging body of the insti­ 
tution in which he or she is employed 
in writing, of his or her election to 
come within the provisions of this 


act, and shall authorize said board or 


managing body as a part of said no­ 


tice to deduct or withhold on every 
pay-day from his or her salary the 


am ount which he or she would pay 


Big Washing?

Any person who shall accept em- 
ployim m as a-teacher as hereinabove 
defined, after September I, 1915, and 
who shall not have been employed in 
this state at the time this act takes 
effect, S'hali *by virtue of the accept­ 
ance of such employment become sub­ 
ject to all the terms, provisions, and 
conditions of this act and shall be­ 
come a member of the fund associa­ 
tion. 


1. 
Any member of the fund asso­ 
ciation who shall have rendered tw en­ 
ty (20) years or more of service as 
teacher in the public schools, ten 
(IO) of which may have been outside 
of Minnesota and one ( I ) of which 
may have been a leave of absence for 
study, and who ceases to be employed 
as a teacher from any cause shall be 
retired at his or her request by the 
board of trustees and receive an an­ 
nuity in accordance with the follow­ 
ing schedule: 


For 20 years of service_______$350.00 
For 21 years of service______ 380.00 
For 22 years of service________410.00 
For 23 years of service______ 440.00 
For 24 years of service 
470.00 
For 25 years of service______ 500.00 


2. 
In com puting the time of ser­ 
vice of a teacher, the length of the 
legal school year in the district or in­ 
stitution where such service was ren­ 
dered shall constitute a year, provid­ 
ed said year shall not be less than 
seven months. 
In a calendar year 
credit shall be allowed for only one 
year of service. 
If a teacher teaches 
for only a fractional part of any year, 
credit shall be given for such frac­ 
tional part of a year, as the term of 
service rendered shall bear to the lt*g- 
al school year of such district or in­ 
stitution, but in no case shall the 
legal year be less than seven months. 


3. 
Such annuities shall be paid 
quarterly. 


4. 
Any teacher who shall become 
mentally or physically incapacitated 
after having served as a teacher for 
fifteen (15) years, ten of which shall 
have been in this state, shall be en­ 
titled to receive an annual bneflt from 
the retirement fund equal to as many 
tw entieths of Hie full annuity for 
twenty years as the term of total ser­ 
vice rendered by such teacher bears 
to twenty years. 
5. 
Any person retiring under the 
provision of this section muy return 
to the work of teaching in said pub­ 
lic schools, but during said term of 
teaching the annuity or benefit paid 
to such person shall cease. 
Said an­ 
nuity shall again be paid to said per­ 
son upon his or her further retire­ 
ment.

Denies Discrimination Against 


Germany and Austria. 


TAKES UP MANY CHARGES. 


Business of Belligorsnt Operating on 
tho High Seas, Not Duty of Neutral, 
to Prevent Cont re band From Roach­ 
ing an Ensmy—British Naval Su­ 
periority Has Interrupted Trade. 


The Wilson administration through 
Secretary Bryan bus gone on record iii 
a sweeping (leninI of charges that tho 
United States government has been 
partial to the alltea mid unfriendly in 
its attitude toward Germany aud Aus­ 
tria during tho present war In Europe. 
Tho oific bi I repudiation of these intl 
muttons took the form of a letter writ­ 
ten by Mr. Bryan to Kenator William 
J. Stone of Missouri, chairman of tin* 
committee on foreign relations, it was 
prepared ufter several days of con 
imitation between President Wilson, 
Becretary Bryan and Counselor Robert 
lousing of the state department. 
The letter is tho most exhaustive 
document that has come from the ad­ 
ministration since tho outbreak of the 
war dealing with any aspect of tho re­ 
lations of tills country toward that 
conflict 
Tho letter contains about 
ll,OW) words. 
Its length is due to the 
fact that It is Intended as a categorical 
denial of tho different charge* that 
have been made and of the arguments 
current in German circles accusing tho 
administration 
of 
unfriendliness 
to 
Germany and Austrlu-Iiungary. 
Mr. 8ton« sn Interested Party. 
Senator Htoue was interested in hav­ 
ing those charge* answered for two 
reasons. 
First, there is a largo Ger­ 
man population in HL Louis, the chief 
city of his atato, and, second, l**caui»o 
he I* chn Irma n of the committee on 
foreign relations. Honator Stone wrote 
hla letter Of inquiry on Jan. 8, saying 
that he had received many letter* from 
sympathizer* with Germany and Aus­ 
tria, who believed tile United States 
government had been showing par­ 
tiality to England, France and Russia. 
Becretary Bryan's letter concludes 
with the following declaration on tho 
much discussed question of exporta­ 
tion of war munitions: 
“ If any American citizens, partisans 
of Germany and Austria Hungary, feel 
that this administration is acting in a 
way injurious to the cause of those 
countries this, feeling results from the 
fact that on the high seas tho German 
and Austro-Hungarian naval power is 
thus far inferior to the British. 
It is 
the busine** of s belligerent operating 
on the high seas, not the duty of a 
neutral, to prevent contraband from 
reaching an enemy. Those in this coun­ 
try who sympathize with Germany 
and Austria Hungary appear to assume 
that some obligation rests upon this 
government in the performance of its 
neutral duty to prevent all trade in 
contraband and thus to equalize Die 
difference due to Die rclaUve naval 
strength of the belligerents. 
No snob 
obligation exists. 
It would be an un- 
neutral a c t an act of partiality on the 
part of this government, to adopt such 
a policy lf Die executive had the power 
to do so.”

Editor Dispatch: 
As a taxpayer living on above road 
and (therefore interested therein, J 
wish to make a few remarks on the 
subject, more especially as I learn 
(hat practically all the farmers in 
(he parts of the county not contigu 
ous to the road are up in arms, as it 
were, against the method now con 
templated for making it a state road. 
The impression was quite general 
up our way that it had been actually 
designated as state road No. 7, with 
the approval of the slate highway 
commission, and everything was ready 
to begin operations 
in th e 
spring. 
This seemed to be confirmed by the 
application of the county board for 
50 cars of crushed rock and the act­ 
ual delivery of p*» I of it. 


Former Gomniissioner Krqoh would 
fa*n confirm: this imprcss'on in Ms 
article in Dispatch of Jan. 15, with 
his open charge of bad faith on the 
part of the old members of the board 
— of their reversing themselves on 
(he question under the hypnotic influ­ 
ence of certain interested Brainerd, 
automobile owners whom he named. 


But w'hat ane the facts? The board 
at their September meeting, on peti­ 
tion of certain citizens (though 
I 
heard nothing of such a petition be­ 
ing circulated) passed a resolution 
recommending the designation of the 
route described in petition as State 
Road No. 7, to the state highway 
commission. 
They could do no more 
at that stage. 
When said petition 
and resolution were received by the 
S. ll. commission, they replied that 
description of route was too indefinite 
th a t it must be more explicit be- 1 
fore they could act on it. 
Where 
yet w'as our state road? 
Anywhere! 
Nowhere! 


This preliminary and hasty move 
was recognized by many of us as sim ­ 
ply a "stroke of politics," and there­ 
fore could not 
but 
be 
indefinite. 
There was no (line nor means at 
band for determ ining and defining 
“ metes 
and 
bounds." The author 
bad tire opportunity to make such a 
move for several years past if fie had 
been really interested iii mskting or 
having a good road beyond his wood 
pile to the north; and his efforts at 
most any previous time would have 
been much more 
appreciated 
and 
would have met wMth more response. 


In these circumstances pending tfie 
election and while the "outs’ were 
still in, it would have been worse 
than useless to have made any move 
to push the 
necessary preliminary 
work. 
As soon as the new members 
took their seats the really interested 
people a PPM red on the acone dem and­ 
ing action that would result not only 
In 
a proposition 
with 
prescribed 
metes and bounds, but it should be 
on the most 
feasible, practicable 
route available In the territory trav ­ 
ersed, and which should have the 
best surface for a permanent road bed 
und at the same time, would serve the 
most people with a view to the fu­ 
ture development of the territory and 
some symmetrical 
arrangem ents of 
roads. 
Such preliminary 
work 
is 
now' being prosecuted with th e a p ­ 
proval 
of the 
county 
board, 
the 
members tff which are said to have 
expressed themselves unofficially as 
beitig in favor of an Elwell rood, But 
so far there is no state road No. 7. 


I want to say here as to the pro­ 
posed cha a gc of route 
that 
I 
am 
heartily in favor of the change. 
Af­ 
ter having driven over the present 
route for l l years and given the im ­ 
provement of it a good deal of care­ 
ful thought, the "air line" from that 
woodpile to tfie 
bridge 
on 
Laurel 
street, ihas no attraction for me. 
As to the Ehvell road law, I have 
always been fundamentally opposed 
to the initial proceedings, which puts 
it in the power of half a dozen men 
in a county, with three members of a 
county board, to impose the burden 
of such improvement to an indefinite 
extent upon the people of the county 
nolens volens, 
It might be the very 
beet thing economically that could 
happen to a county, yet it is a thing 
imposed —forced. 
It is un-American 
-undem ocratic; it Is outside of the 
people’s rule— w ithout th e sanction 
of a majority of the people. 
The re ­ 
maining features I am in accord with 
generally. 
The distribution of the 
burden between abu ttin g property, 
the county and the state, I favor, but 
maintain that when it specifies that 
he ttate m ail pay half the cost, ju s­ 
tice demands and the law should se** 
that it be carried out, th a t the state 
shall put up its half in cash down, or, 
if it prefers to pay in insiallmcn'g, it 
should absume responsibility and pay 
the interest accruing on its reapee- 
*i\e half, and not that 
a 
county 
should have to obligate itself for the 
entire amount and pay interest on the 
whole. 


Just here I w ish to correct an idea 
or impression th a t has got hold of 
many farmers, that under the Elwell 
law tho county a n a l l y pays three- 
fourths of the entire first cost, and 
the a u t e only pays the interest. The 
j I roof is given by citing the ineiancs 


cf any given sum of money at 5%. 
where one-tenth of principal is pail 
annually, with total Interest due o:: 
whole. 
This is true only for the first 
payment. 
The interest is gradually 
lessened while the state's 
half 
of 
principal remains 
the 
T hi 
case is, assuming a m atter of $ 100,- 
OOO, at 5% the amount distributed 
over a period of ten yeans— $127,500, 
of which the state would pay as 
claimed, $50,000, and the county in­ 
cluding abutting property w'oald pay 
$77,500. 
Assuming 
the 
abutting 
property to pay the interest on it* 
quota would leave the county to pay 
$20,625 more than the state, bhat is, 
the interest on its own quo,ta of orje- 
fourbh, and the entire interest on the 
state’s half. 
This is not right n#r in 
keeping with any fair interpreting 
of "half the cost," but not nearly so 
bad as represented. 
The c h e r fea­ 
ture of the Elwell law is the one that 
appeals to all who want a specific 
agreement,, and something to depend 
on, as to when a contract could be 
paid for. 
It provides for raising a 
definite amount of money for a speci­ 
fic and definite purpose, and for noth­ 
ing else. 
But amidst all the discussion that 
may be had over the methods, I want 
to emphasize the fact that we want a 
toad there, a permanent road, and 
one adapted for present 
mod. s of 
travel, and we want it as soon as it 
cfh be constructed, and trust that 
there will l>e sufficient unanim ity to 
secure that in one way or the other 
— that Is,, either through the Elwell 
or Dunn laws.

Animals Howl-Loudest and Most O f­ 
ten Before Storm —Volume of Sound 
Suggests Roar of Lions—There Are 
Countless Bats, Strong, Muscular and 
Always Ready to Bite. 


II. E. Anthony aud George Shims i 
3d bure returned to New York from a 
trip to the Panama canal zone, where ! 
they went to obtain flashlight pfrbto- i 
graphs aud specimens of animal life. j 
The trip was made in apprehension 
that faunal conditions would undergo { 
abrupt changes with tile damming of 
Gat un lake and tin- consequent ex ten ­ 
sion of the inland water areas. 
Al­ 
though canal completion bas convert 
ed 
expanses 
that 
were 
nearly 
all 
marsh, except at the height of the 
rainy season, bito a lake of KH square ! 
miles area and from sixty to eighty J 
feet deep in many places, tin* visitors 
were iii time to find many primitive , 
faunal conditions. 
Mr. Anthony, who 
went as collector for the Museum of I 
Natural History, reports tho trip in the : 
current Issue of the Museum Journal. 
Adventures began with "blank bowl- j 
ers," the largest of the Pana man mon­ 
keys, whose booming and roaring calls 
carry long distances through tin* tau- j 
gled wilds. 
These animals howl loud­ 
est and most oflen before a storm, 
and thus the natives regard them as 
weather prophet*. 
Mr. Anthony says 
lie came upon a troop of the monkeys 
while (be first drops of a sudden 
shower were pattering on the trees. 
Tile volume of sound su g g e sts the 
roar of lions, 
lie felt a pang when he 
aimed Ids gun at one of the foremost, 
but pangs of a more effective sort were 
experienced when Ids native boy and 
lie tried to retrieve the monkey, which 
had fallen into a bees’ nest the size of 
a bushel basket. 
Hunted With Headlight. 
Countless bats were found. In their 
cave life they separated into species, 
ami the sexes kept by themselves. 
Mime intent* in each mass being all of 
one sex. They hung in cluster* of sev­ 
eral hundred individuals. Borne of the 
largest bad a wing expanse of twenty- 
six inches. 
As the masses hung to­ 
gether they bore close resemblance to 
tile stalactites with which the walls 
and domed ceiling* of the caves were 
covered. 
Many of the big bats w'ere 
strong, muscular aud alway* ready lo 
bite. 
The most efficient method of hunting 
the jungle was by menus of a head 
light a t night, w hen the light was re­ 
flected In the eyes of the animal, which 
shone like red, green or blue fire. Tin* 
animal could soc nothing except tbs 
light aud thus was easily shot. 
Good 
flashlight pictures of small 
mammals were obtained by setting out 
cameras 
for them. 
Apparatus 
wa* 
placed 
along 
runways 
and 
w ater­ 
courses where the animals were apt to 
pass, It consisted of a mechanism lo 
tire a magnesium flash and to t rip tim 
shutter, aud it was set off by a thread 
attached to bait. 
When the animal 
imbed the bait it thus tired the flash. 
“Spotted Rabbits/* 
One specimen illustrated In the re 
isnt i* of a piiea, a large rodent, ex 
jetHMllng bi size tho capybara. 
The n a ­ 
tives call it "sjH>ttcd rabbit.” 
Its hub- 
i its are nocturnal. It w.V flashed wltik- 
I seizing it mango tlint hail been placed 
las batt. 
Opossums and ninny *i>ecica 
of rodents were flashed iii the same 
way. 
The trip yielded well iii small 
mammals, but pot in large ones. Opos­ 
sums actually proved obstacles to final; 
light work owing to their abundance 
and their omnivorous appetite.

PLAN TO SAVE SAILORS 


British Adopt W ater Bags to Reduce 
Explosion Casualties. 
Effort* on the part of the British ad­ 
miralty to reduce the number of cas­ 
ualties 
following the torjiedolng or 
blowing up by a mine of its vessels has 
It^l to the adoption of a novel life sav­ 
ing device in the form of n rubber bag 
and worn by every member of that 
navy.

Public Hearing Before Joint Meeting 
of House and Senate Committees 
Grows Interesting 


SOME EMPLOYES 
OPPOSE BILL 


ARTIST CONGDON 
PASSPORT REGULATIONS 


Vice President Slade of the Northern 
Pacific Against Bill, Another 
Hearing Due Soon 


In the Duluth Herald Stillman H. 
B ingham staff correspondent, gives an 
account of the progrese of the sem i­ 
monthly payday bill in the committee 
m eeting held. 
He says: 
Protracted debate on the bill pro­ 
posing 
semi-monthly 
paym ent 
of 
wages to employes of public service 
corporations markied the public h e a r ­ 
ing before the joint m eeting of the 
house and senate committees on labor. 
Labor and capital were well repre­ 
sented at 
the meeting. 
Efforts to 
wedge the en tire g ath erin g into a 
com m ittee room failed, and at length 
th e house cham ber was placed at the 
co m m ittee’s disposal. 
S enator G ardner of Brainerd, who 
introduced th e bill in the senate, de­ 
clared tha t under the present m o n th ­ 
ly pay system of the railroads, the 
w orkingm an is tied to his grocer from 
m on th to m onth and th a - the grocer 
often charges exorbitant rates for 'his 
wares. 
On the other hand, he read 
num erous letters from grocers saying 
they w ere in favor of the bill, be­ 
cause it would place their business on 
a more cash basis. 
Railroad officials and legal talent 
appeared in numbers. 
The officials 
pointed out that to enact the bill into 
law .would cost the railroads large 
sums of money for the hire of a d d i ­ 
tional clerks and bookkeepers to pre­ 
pare the cheoli's twice a month instead 
of once. 
They also contended th at 
the railroad men, generally, were op­ 
posed to the bill. 
Several railroad employes, shopmen 
and .switchmen, ?poV*e against the bill 
It was charged on th e floor by Rep­ 
resentative .lames Hynes of St. Paul 
th a t those employes appearing again st 
the bill <had been instructed to do so. 
T he sta te m ent was vigorously denied. 
Vice President Slade of th e N o rt h ­ 
ern Pacific appeared In opposition to 
the bill. 
He told of a disposition 
am o n g the men* to oppose th e bill. 
When pressed by com mittee members 
to say just how he knew that the em ­ 
ployes were opposed to the Mil* he 
urged that o th e r representatives of 
th e read, who w ere better informed 
as to th at part of the matter, be per­ 
mitted to speak. 
Mr. Slade pointed out the a b u n d ­ 
ance of extra work incident to the 
preparation of 70,000 pay 
checks 
twi^e a month 
instead of once a 
month, and declared that at no other 
tim e were the railroads less prepared 
to stand additional expense. 
Representative 
A. O. Devoid of 
Minneapolis charged that at a meet­ 
ing of Milwaukee road employes in 
Minneapolis Monday, the men were 
in-trueted to oppose the bill. 
T aking cxeep ion to Representative 
I).'-void’s statem ent, F. W. Root, a t ­ 
torney for the Milwaukee explained 
that at a meeting of 1,200 men the 
question of w hether they favored the 
bill was put. 
They were not asked to 
rn*t e known their attitu d e then, but 
to talk among themselves and decide. 
He said they were almost u n an im o u s­ 
ly opposed to the bill. 
“ What we do w a n t. ” Mr. Root de­ 
clared *he men told him, "is more 
money and longer hours.” 
Attorneys rep resenting the Great 
N orthern said th a t to place the semi­ 
m onthly pay system would cost in the, 
neighborhood of $100,000 a year, and 
th a t In Minnesota alone the expense 
would be $32,000 annually. 
A u o .ber hearing on the bill p.ob- 
ably will be held at an early date.

INCOME TAX RULINGS 


Affecting Clergymen and Others Ex­ 
plained, Holds Easter Offerings, 
Etc., Are Subject 


News-Tribune: 
According to J. J. 
Robinson, atto rney of Duluth, two 
rulings on the income tax law affect 
clergymen. One holds th a t where the 
pastor is furnished a parsonage or
